ABILITY OR NEEDS 

I am thinking now of a great de- 
nomination with a property value of 
$300,000,000. During one year their 
income was $1,000,000 a day and, of 
that amount, $60,000,000 was used 
for Preachers’ salaries. They have a 
membership of 8,000,000 and 20,000 
churches with full-time pastors. Yet 
this multi-millionaire denomination 
only has a little more than 1,000 mis- 
sionaries in the entire world, It 
takes 20 of their churches to support 
one missionary. In other words, there 
are 8,000 members to a single worker 
on the foreign field. What a tragedy! 
What a lack of vision! The work 
here at home assumes greater impor- 
tance by far than anything that is be- 
ing done abroad. Could any real 
Christian be satisfied with such a pro- 
gram? How ashamed we _ should 
feel! Why, with such resources, we 
should be able to evangelize the en- 
tire world in our generation. God 
grant that we may catch the vision. 
For, remember, our generation is the 
only generation of Christians that can 
evangelize our generation of heathen. 

SEVEN TIMES AS MUCH 

Most of our churches are spending 
more here at home than they are 
sending to the Regions Beyond. That 
shows that we consider the work at 
home of greater importance than the 
work in foreign lands. But is that 
right? I do not think so. That is 
why we reverse the order in The Peo- 
ples Church, Toronto. For every 
dollar we spend at home we send 
seven dollars to the foreign field. Last 
year, for instance, we spent $39,000.00 
on ourselves here at home, but, at 
the same time, we invested $282,- 
000.00 in Missions — seven times as 
much — an average of $96.66 for each 
adherent for the year. We have done 
that consitently for the past 28 years 
and we will continue doing it as long

as there is a Peoples Church. The 
work in the foreign field must come 
first. All else is of secondary impor- 
tance. During these past years in 
The Peoples Church we have seen 
nearly $4,000,000. raised for Foreign 
Missionary Work. Our people have 
caught the vision of world evangeliza- 
tion, They believe in putting first 
things first. 

Then, too, we always emphasize 


spiritual rather than physical needs. — 


Anyone will respond to physical 
needs, even the unsaved, but only 
born again Christians will be bur- 
dened about spiritual needs. The 
United Nations, through Government 
agencies, are trying to meet the ma- 
terial needs of the world, but it is left 
to God’s people to meet man’s  spir- 
itual needs. Hence, when an appeal 
is made, we always ask the question, 
“Is it a physical or a spiritual need?” 
We give our money for spiritual 
needs. Men are lost and _perishing 
and they must be saved. Their great- 


est need is the Gospel. They need a 


Saviour. 
ONE THING 

When the Lord Jesus Christ left 
this world, 1900 years ago, He gave 
His disciples just one thing to do. He 
spoke in effect as follows: “I am 
leaving you now. I will be gone a 
long time, but one of these days I 
will return. Now, while I am absent, 
there is just one thing I want you to 
do. I want you to take this Gospel 
of mine and give it to the entire 
world. See that every tribe, people, 
tongue and nation hears it. Do you 
understand? Then, when you have 
done it, I will be back, but not be- 
fore.” With these words He left them 
and they went to work. During the 
first generation they did a fine job. 
They succeeded in preaching His 
Gospel to most of the then known

he history of missionary 
conventions in our district 


is hard to trace. In the 
earlier years each church conducted 
its own missionary program and few 
reports reached the distict office. 


_ However the East Bay Section . 
seems to be the first to make mission- 


ary conventions a definite factor in 
missionary interest. Perhaps part of 
this is due to one of the local pastors, 
the late R. H. Moon, formerly con- 
nected with the Missionary Alliance. 
He was one of the first pastors to have 
an annual missionary convention in 
his church. 

The first week of April 1944 the 
East Bay Section held a united sec- 
tional World Missions Rally in the 
Oakland Civic Auditorium, Kenneth 
Short, having just returned from Bor- 
neo was secured as the evening speak- 
er and brought a forceful missionary 
challenge each night. Other mission- 
aries were present and participated. 
Meetings continued for a week and 
the interest was very good. This was 
the first missionary convention many 
of our people had ever attended. The 
final Sunday missionary pledges were 


. made amounting to several thousand 


dollars. Some of these pledges were 
to be paid month by month through 
their local churches. The results 
were that each East Bay Church had 
a definite increase in their missionary 
giving. And the results were not all 
in finances. A number of people 
made consecrations and later went to 
the mission field. Two of the pastors 
sponsoring this convention resigned 
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their churches to go. Pastor Harold 
Lehmann of First Church and chair- 
man of the convention announced he 
was going to Africa and was in the 
Gold Coast by November. The Leh- 
manns are still laboring in Africa. 
Pastor Oliver Foth of Calvary Temple 
and active in the convention soon 
after went to India. Of interest, 
though not connected with the con- 
vention, is the fact that Floyd Thomas 
sailed for Gold Coast and Lowell 
Dowdy for Venezuela that same year. 

Because of the interest manifested 
in this convention the East Bay 
churches continued the annual con- 
vention idea for some years 0 a sec- 
tional basis. Gradually however, it 
became an individual church pro- 
gram. 

During the past few years the Dis- 
trict Missionary Department has en- 
couraged missionary conventions in 
the local churches. Some of our larg- 
er churches have made them a part 
of the annual program. As they have 
been successful other churches have 
been inspired until more churches are 
having similar conventions, I believe 
this is an important reason for the 
increase in our missionary giving 
these past few years. I cannot give 
a full record of churches planning 
conventions this year but I will name 
a few having outstanding results in 
their churches. 

In 1957 Contra Costa Section tried 
a convention on a sectional basis. The 
meetings were held in Concord and 
as a whole were very good. Unfor- 
tunately some of the missionaries 
were unable to appear on schedule.

Such meetings do much to arouse 
missionary interest. | 
The Berkeley Church has made 
missionary conventions an annual ai- 
fair. Though not a large church i 
has carried a heavy missionary load. 
Their conventions last a full week and 
several missionaries participate. 

Five years ago Pastor Clyde Hen- 
son of Bethel Temple Sacramento, 
made a trip to Africa seeing first- 
hand the need abroad. Each year 
since he has promoted a successfu! 
missionary convention. Not only has 
money been raised for foreign mis- 
sions but for home missions as well. 
Funds from Bethel Temple have built 
the American Indian Church in Yer- 
ington, Nevada. 

Pastor Kermit Jeffrey has reported 
gratifying results in his missionary 
conventions. Calvary Temple, San 
Jose, where he pastors, has gone 
from an average missionary church to 
third place in missionary giving in 
the district. Much of this interest in 
missions has been due to their annual 
missionary convention, 

One of the outstanding examples 
of what a missionary convention will 
do for a small church is found at Sea- 
side, California. The Assembly of 
God Church at Seaside was started 
23 years ago. During all these years 
they have never been able to fully 
support their pastor. In 1955 they 
gave a total to missions of $203.82. 
A missionary convention was held in 
this church in 1956. Pledges were 
made for missionary giving to the 
amount of $2,700. The church actu- 
ally gave in the following twelve 
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months the sum of $3919.55 for for- 
eign missions. Some might feel they 
were foolish to give so much to mis- 
sions when they needed money at 
home. Let us see if it hurt the local 
budget. During those twelve months 
e church was able to do the follow- 
ng: 1. Paid off $500 owing on the 
uilding. 2. Bought ground next to 
ie church for expansion. 3. Replaced 
@ old benches by installing opera 
ts. 4. Renovated and painted the 
side of the church. 5. They are ful- 
ly supporting the pastor for the first 
time in 23 years. In fact they were 
' so enthused they held another con- 
vention in 1957 and doubled their 
former pledge to the amount of $4,- 
484, Pastor Lee Mildon is planning 
an even greater convention for June 
1958. 
This testimony of what a missionary 
mvention will do for a church has 


tacular. Perhaps we have been sel- 
fish and self-centered in our outlook. 
So many have been afraid to give to 
missions lest the local church would 
suffer. This has been disproved time 
d time again. Pastors have testi- 
ed that as their missionary offering 
increased their local income also in- 
creased. One pastor reported that 
after his church had given one of the 
largest missionary offerings on record 
for the church, the same month the 
income for the church was the largest 
in the history of the church. 

Another purpose of missionary con- 
ventions is to keep the Assemblies of 
Missionary Program before our

people . 

We have one of the greatest mis- 
sionary programs in existance today. 
Our missionary Bible Schools in which 
natives are being trained to reach 
their own people on an indigenous, 
self-supporting basis is one of the fin- 
est. Many of our people are sending 
money to independent missionary 
schemes which do not begin to com- 
pare with that of the Assemblies of 
God. It is our responsibility to keep 
before them our own missionaries and 
to encourage them to support this 
program of which they are a part. 
Missionary conventions will help to 
accomplish this. 

A good missionary convention must 
have proper planning. Successful 
conventions have been planned ahead 
as far as a year. Assisting mission- 
aries must plan their schedules. Prop- 
er publicity must be given. Your Dis- 
trict Missionary Director will be glad 
to work with you in any way he can 


be of service.

world. Of course they did not touch 
South America, North America, many 
of the Islands of the Seas, and vast 
parts of Europe, but they did go to 
most of the Roman world. 

Then something happened, And 
now for nearly 1900 years the Church 
of Jesus Christ has been doing a 
thousand and one things that Jesus 
never told the Church to do and has 
been neglecting the one and only 
thing He ever did tell the Church to 
do. We have not taken His Gospel 
to the entire world. We have built 
churches, seminaries, colleges, univer- 
sities, hospitals. As a matter of fact 
we have done numerous things that 
we were never commanded to do, but 
we have failed to do the one thing 
that we were commanded to do. No 
wonder He has not returned. He is 
waiting for us to do what He told us 
to do during His absence. 

Everything we have done has been 
good and abundantly worthwhile, but 
the trouble is, the good is always the 
enemy of the best. We should have 


kept before us our Lord’s post-resur-

‘school students by the thousands are 
planning this great social event right 
‘now by making dates, choosing clothes 
‘and saving allowances for spending 
‘money. For many teen-agers, this is 
‘going to be IT. For the first time, 
‘many of them will go out un-escorted 
and their spirits will be flying high as 
they indulge in this important social 
marker of the great transition between 
‘compulsory education and college or 
‘work. For many, the lid comes off 
‘that night. The day before they 
were high-school kids but from this 
“night on they are adults and feel that 
‘they can do just what all other adults 
do. It is probably the most heady ex- 
‘perience of their young lives. 

_ Nothing has been spared for this 
event. High-school Gyms are sudden- 
ly converted into beautiful ballrooms. 
‘Freckled faced girls, donned in beau- 
‘tiful evening gowns miraculously are 
changed into lovely princesses. Big 
eared, gawking boys, outfitted in fine 
evening clothes become dashing de- 
‘bonairs. To teen-agers, who have 
‘pinched pennies from meager allow- 
ances, money takes on a new dimen- 
‘sion. Dad and Mom have spent plen- 
ty on the new clothes, the school that 
has always seemed so frugal and tight 
over little matters like broken win- 
‘dows and trampled bushes has: gone 
‘the limit in making the place beauti- 


it is first class and plenty grown 
And it is designed to be such, 
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because this is the big reward that 
the school gives those who have work- 
ed so hard, so long, to get that cher- 
ished diploma, 

But, for the Christian, there is a 
problem. Where does he fit into this 
picture? First of all, if he is being 
tempted to attend the Prom, he must 
shake the stars out of his eyes and 
REMEMBER WHO HE IS AND 
WHO HE REPRESENTS. Then, he 
can make the big decision without 
fear of doing the wrong thing. He 
must realize that just because it seems 
that everybody else is going to attend 
the Prom, he cannot justify himself 
by going along with the ananymity 
of the crowd. The three Hebrew 
children were faced with death in a 
fiery furnace if they didn’t go along 
with the crowd and worship the gold- 
en image, but they knew they had to 
maintain their stand for God. He 
must check to see if this glamorous 
bit of social activity is in keeping with 
the highest degree of Christian stand- 
ards. To make the proper measure- 
ment of this problem, he should know 
that the Prom is nothing more than 
a dance; It is high class, but it is still 
a dance. The right people are there 
and it has the blessing of the entire 
community, but it is still a dance. He 
should also be made aware that drink- 
ing and worse is often a by-product 
of this night of festivity. These 
things, of course, are not countenanced 
by the school faculty, but they oc- 
cur beyond the controls of the super- 
vised ball. Considering these things, 
the Christian soon sees that the Prom 
is no place for him. He knows be- 
fore he goes, that he would be mis-

Pastor Vickery Reports Victory 


ictured above is the record 

attendance of 140 which 
were present in Sunday 
School on Easter Sunday at North- 
land Assembly, Novato. This was in 
spite of highly unfavorable weather. 
_ Just six months ago this church was 
completed through the Church Exten- 
sion Fellowship arm of our District 
Home Missions program, and services 
were officially held for the first time 
on September 22, 1957, at which time 
the attendance in Sunday School 
numbered 32. During both the fifth 
and sixth months the Sunday School 
maintained an average in attendance 
that first day. 

It affords me real joy to give a 
brief report of the progress of this 
new work; first, because it will glorify 
the Lord, and second, because it will 
justify the interest and support of the 
many friends who have had a part in 
the C.E.F. program that made the 
building possible and the faithfulness 
of those whose regular monthly sup- 
port of Home Missions has made it 
possible for the church to operate. 
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The graph above tells the Sunday 
School story at a glance. In addition 
to this there have been 13 who have 
accepted Christ as their Personal Sav- 
iour, 12 of which are actively engaged 
in the church and its activities. At 
a recent workers conference two new 
teachers were added to the staff, both 
of them are now living for the Lord 
as a result of the efforts of this church. 

The Christ’s Ambassadors Depart- 
ment is organized and functioning 
with 15 members, and the Men’s Fel- 
lowship Department is about to get 
underway as is the Women’s Mission- 
ary Council. 

We are presently in a revival with 
Bro, L. R. Anderson, of Turolck, and 
we are praying that many of these 
new converts will receive the Baptism 
in the Holy Spirit. 

The picture is equally bright finan- 
cially. At the end of March the tith- 
ing families had increased sufficient- 
ly to assume the responsibility of the 
Pastor’s salary. This means that the 
church is now over 50% self-support-

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. “How can the Assemblies of God set 


up a rule that won‘t allow a man who 
has been divorced to preach or have a 


church if the wife has divorced him?” 


A. We know of no such rule. On the 
contrary, there are those who have 
had this misfortune who carry papers 
with the General Council. This they 
are permitted to do unless they remar- 
ry. 

Q. “Sometimes | feel | should preach 
fiery messages but when the time comes 
to preach I don’t get loud but | DO preach 
with emphasis and | feel that the Holy 
Spirit is helping me. Am | right in feeling 
that all messages need not be loud?” 


A. You are right, Effectiveness is not 
to be measured by volume of sound. 
Some messages are effective when giv- 
en in a loud manner; at other times 
the message may be soft-spoken and 
still be effective. In either case let 
something be said that is worth saying 
and let it be said in the power of the 
Holy Spirit. Loud or soft, — “He mak- 
eth his ministers a flame of fire.” 


* * * 


Q. “Can you know God's will for a de- 
cision in your life months ahead or must 


_ you wait until the time comes?” 


A. It is possible for God to reveal his 
will for one’s life in advance of the 
time of making the final decision, For 
most of us, I think, God gives us light 
for one step at a time. When we reach 
the point of decision, God is there to 
guide aright.

Q. Why does God call women to be min- 
isters, when, in my opinion, this is a 
more suitable position for men? 


A. It is not for us to question the in- 
scrutable sovereignty of God’s will. 
The fact is that God said that in the 
last days He would pour out of His 
Spirit upon all flesh “and -your sons 
and your daughters shall prophesy.” 
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We are told by St. Luke that Philip 


“had four daughters . . . which did 
prophesy.” Acts 21:9. 

There is no question that God has 
used and is presently using sweet, 
consecrated, humble women to pro- 
claim His Word unto edification, ex- 
hortation, comfort, and the salvation 
of souls.

. Why were the men of the Old Testa- 

ment allowed to have more than one 
wife? 
A. This practice was known as polyg- 
amy. The word means “a many wived 
man.” Monogamy, meaning one wife 
for one man was certainly implied in 
the original institution of marriage. 
“Therefore shall a man leave his fath- 
er and his mother, and shall cleve un- 
to his wife: and they shall be one 
flesh.” Gen. 2:24. 

It is interesting to note that a Cain- 
ite was the first polygamist. (Gen. 
4:19). 

Polygamy was not prohibited by 
Moses but it was restrained and dis- 
couraged, 

Like some other things found in 
the Old Testament but prohibited in 
the New Testament, there was a pro- 
gress of revelation and the granting 
of greater light and the raising of 
standards, so that, to go back to some 
things that were tolerated in the Old 
Testament “in the times of ignorance,” 
would be to walk in disobedience to 
the plainly revealed will of God as 
revealed in the New Covenant which 
we call the New Testament. 

The conditions of monogamy, 
namely, a higher estimation of woman 
and the consciousness of the im- 
morality of illegitimate intercourse 
are the results of an extended histor- 
ical development and revelation from 
God. Certainly the development in 
the later history of Israel was toward 
monogamy. Genesis 2:18, “And the 
Lord God said, It is not good that 


the man should be alone; I wi 

him an help meet for him.” This, 
gether with other passages in Pro- 
verbs shows that monogamy was re- 


garded as the normal state. Note the? 


passage in Proverbs 31; also the pro- 
phet Hosea. 5 

By the time of Jesus and the dis- 
ciples and the early church monog- 


amy was firmly established as alone: 


having the divine sanction as is clear- 
ly seen in every New Testament pas- 


sage bearing on the subject. One wife? 
for one man is clearly the Christian) 


standard.
